Fnita to Prove Correct 


The moon gets blamed for a lot of 
ilngv with which It has nothing to 


do. declares a scientist la Pathfinder 
Maganne. The weather bureau has 
failed to flnd proof that. the. moon ex- 
erts any control over the weather 
whatever, although Its appearance In 
three Instances does Indicate the 
weather according to ancient proverbs. 


There Is nothing In the belief that 


moonlight causes heavy frosts. Frosts 
usually do occur on clear, cloudless 
nights, however, and it Is on such 
nights that the moon can be seen most 
clearly. 


A halo around the moon (or sun) 


does not Indicate a storm, for the halo 
la caused by the refraction of light on 
tiny Ice crystals In the upper atmos- 
phere, the crystals'being formed by 
cold air coming In contact with moist 
warm air—a condition that causes 
storms. 


Sharp horns oh th* moon .do. Indi- 


cate windy weather, but this Is only 
because tbe winds hare cleared, away 
the dust and haze so that the illumi- 
nated portion of the moon can be seen 
more distinctly. There la no reason 
for planting and harvesting according 
to tbe.moon's changes.

Many Historic Marker* 


Abound in Buckeye State 


Ohio probably has more historic 


markers than any other of the middle 
western states. During the formative 
period of the nation this state waa 
the scene of events that affected the 
whole trend of the country's history. 


A few among the many events which 


bare been marked In Ohio, were: In- 
dian massacre, ten mf.es south of Ash- 
land; Dunmore war. monument at 
Hocklogport; battle in War of 1812. 
ten miles northwest of Wapakoneta;
